London, Sept. 20. — The indications are 
that tho acrimony botwoen Spaniards and 
Cuban residents id increasing, tho undis- 
guised sympathy of tho Mexicans with the 
insurgents htwiog added fuel to the flames. 
Disturbiucoa botweon representatives of 
both aides aro of continued occurrence. 

During tho absonco of Mrfl. Lnugtry on 
tho continent a forged order waB presented 
at hor bank In London for her jowol box, 
which contained $200,000 worih of jowola. 
Thn box waB delivered to boaror'a ordor. 
Mrs. Lar*gtry roturnod homo a few days ago 
and having sent to tho bank for tho jewola 
learned that tho box had boou delivered 
under the circumstances indicated, on 
AugtiBt 21 Up to tho present no truce hua 
been found of tho mlaBing jewels. Among 
thom wero three tiaras, ono of diamonds and 
pearls, another of diamonds and turquoisoB, 
bosldeB sovorul necklaoes and rivoras. Tho 
ordor upon which tho box was dalivorod was 
written on papar marked with Mrs. Lang- 
try's town address. 

The funeral of Admiral Delgardo Parrja 
to day was ou imposing public demonstra- 
tion. Tho procession contained all the 
pro.iinonb military, naval and oivil per- 
aon'\gea in the oity of Havana. Upon the 
arrival of tho cortogo at tho cometory full 
military honors wore rendered. No moro 
bodleB of those lost by the sinking of the 
cruiser have boon rocovorod. Thoy aro sup- 
posed to havo been devoured by sharks 
whioh aro vory numorous at tho ontrance of 
tho harbor. 

A military train roturning to Chemintz 
from tho French mar ceuvres, waa wrecked 
last evening on the Freiborg & Oberan rail- 
way. Eight of thoBO on board tho train 
were killed and forty-five injured more or 
less seriously. 

A special cable from Shanghai reports 
that tho British cruisers Aoetus, Spartan, 
Rainbow, Caroline and Daphne are ascend- 
ing the river Vang Tso Kiang, in conse- 
quence of Information that foreigners are 
being threatened with violence In the in- 
terior of China. 

A second dispatoh from Shanghai states 
that tho Chinese expect to rotako possession 
of the Llao Tung peninsula about tho middle 
of October, Tho same correspondent re- 
ports that Russia has seoured the privilege 
of tho second Chinese loan of 100,000,000 
taola. 

The steamers Constantine and Trovithiok 
oamo Into collision to-day off tho entranco 
to the river Tyno, the Constantine being 
sunk to tho water's edge and run ashoro to 
prevonb foundoring. The crew were rescued 
by moans oi life-line rockets. 

Advioes from Antauarivo, Madagascar, 
aro to tho effect that a condition bordering 
on anarchy prevails in the district of Imor- 
ina, whore ovoryone Is fighting for power. 

EXPORTED FROM HAWAII. 

Combined Endeavors to Obtain Damages 
From tho Government— Britain's 
Course Approved. 

San Francisco, Sept. 20. — A number of 
men who were imprisoned by the Dole gov- 
ernment during the rebellion In Hawaii 
havo organized for the purpose of gaining 
tho assistance of their roBpeotlve govern- 
ments in their offorts to obtain damages 
from tho Hawaiian govornmont. George 
Lyourgus, who was imprisoned for several 
months on a charge of treason and wob 
afterwards set at liberty, without trial, 
paeBod through this city on his way to 
Washington, whore ho will lay tho matter 
before tho atato department. From Waah- 
ington ho will go to London, thon to PariB, 
then to Athens. . At these polnta ho will 
act ua agont for tho mombors of oaoh nation- 
ality now residing in Hawaii who huve 
olaims against tho Hawaiian government. 

In a roocnt editorial on tho Bubjoct of 
these claiaiB tho Hawaiian Gazette said : 
" Again i the British govornmont haB dis- 
mayed its evident intontion of giving tho 
Republic of Hawaii a fair hoariog, notwith- 
standing it is a amsll govornmont that conld 
easily bo swallowed up if tho British Hon 
saw tit to asBimio a forooioua attitude. Here 
again wo see tho strength of tho British for- 
eign policy In tho refusal to aooept an ox 
parte statement, though tho case mado by 
tho supposedly Injured individual may, on 
tho face of it, bo aoloarone. Tho unal ac- 
tions of tho poworful nations of tho world aro 
past finding out, but thue far it can bo said 
with all truth I hat Great Britain has con- 
ducted its claim in a manner that can givo 
thiB country little cause for complaint." 

DURR ANT'S TRIAL. 

Resumption of tlio Proceedings— Testimony 
Regarding Durrant and tho bocks- 
Blanche Ltimont's King. 

San FuAt.cisco, Sept, 20. — Tho proBoou- 
cutlon In the obbo of Thoodore Durrant an- 
nounced to-day that its witnosaou will be 
through with their dlreot examination on 
WodnoBday. The crowd at tho trial to-day 
exoeeded that of any prsvlous day Binoo tho 
case opened, The women outnumbered tho 
mon two to ono. Half an hour before tho 
court opened there was nob evon standing 
room. At tho same time hundreds of citl 
zoos were held at bay by a squad of police 
and deputy sheriffs. 

George King, the organlat of Emanuel 
church, was recalled for further cross-ex- 
amination. Aftor a few unimportant ques- 
tions from tho opposing attorney, King was 
excused, to the general Burpriio, it having 
been expouted that tho prosecution would 
interrogate oloeuly upon the alleged varia- 
tion In hia statements oonoei'nlng Durrant 
made at differoht times. 

Frank A. Sadoman, formerly janitor at 
tho church, testified that on April 3, tho 
day Blanohe Lamonb disappeared, tho gas 
fixtures were in peifeob order. During the 
last days of March tho gas company had 
finished some work on tho ohurch and the 
gas fitting. The witness then detailed his 
meeting with Durrant at tho ferry on the 
nfbornoon of April 12. Durrant then 
stated that he had heard Blanche Lamonb 
was to cross the bay that day with a com 



panion, and that ho wished to intercept her 
and induce hor to return home. Witness 
Baid that in the latter part of March, Dur- 
rant and King had pub a new look, to 
which they only had keyB, on the library 
door. They had stated their objeot was to 
keep out of the library persons who had no 
business there. The ox-j»nitor testified 
that aovoral timeB he had found doors in tho 
ohnroh unlookod. The doors opened into 
interior rooms and closets, and ho had at- 
tached no Importanca to their being left 
unlooked. 

Adolph Oppenheim, a pawnbroker, teati- 
fiod that between April 4 and 10 Durrant 
camo to hia store and offered for Bale a ring 
with a Bmall chip diamond. Tho wltnesa 
soleotod a ring from those identified as bo- 
longing to Blanche Lamont, and said that 
was the ring offered hirn by Durrant. He 
had deolinod to purohaso it and Durrant 
had taken it away with him. Tho witness 
doBcribed Durrant's conduct on that occasion 
and Buid he could not bo mistaken in tho 
ring, which ho identified by a rquaro 
shell on top in which tho diamond waa 
sot like a star. Tho witness had 
nover soon another ring like it. Upponheim 
atated that alnco tcatifying at tho prelimin- 
ary examination ho had received two letters 
offering him brlboB to modify hU testimony. 
Ono of the lottorB offered him S500 on con- 
dition that ho Btated oa tho witness stand 
that ho could not positively indentify Dur- 
rant. Ho was not to boo anyono in connec- 
tion with tho bribe until he had givon testi- 
mony, when tho money would be paid to 
him, Tho second lotter was similar in 
oharaater. Tho witnoBB said ho had turned 
tho letters over to tho polioo.

CANADIAN TRADE RETURNS. 

Exports For Two Months Show r.n Increase 
of Two and a Quarter 
Millions. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 20.— Tho trade returns for 
the past two months Indicate a gratifying 
Inoroass In the trade of tho country. Tho 
exports show an Increase of $2,250,000 
Tho duby oolleoted shows an increase of 
$308,000. Tho Imports for the two months 
manifest a falling off of $2,000,000.

Rome, Sopb. 20.— Tho febeB celebrating; 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the entry of 
tho Italian army into Rome, which began oa- 
ths 14th Instant, culminated to-day in the 
ceromonyof tho uuvoillng of tho mouumonl 
to General Garibaldi on tho Janiculum HUH 
in the presenco of King Humbert and the 
royal family, the court, ministers and de- 
putations of voteranB who served under 
Garibaldi. Tho fifty thousand people who 
witnessed tho ooremony displayed the ut- 
most onthuaiaBm. Tho decorations of pul>- 
llo and private buildlncs wero of the mosa 
imposing und liboral character. Every men- 
tion of tno names of Garibaldi, Italy and 1 . 
King Humbert woro groeted with loud! 
choers. Tho English and Amorican embas- 
sies had thoir 11 »gB hoisted. 

At threo o'clock this afternoon, tho mayor 
of tho city unveiled tho memorial column at, 
Port a Rica which is ereoted upon t ho exact 
spot at whioh bhe Italian troops effected a 
bret.cb In tho oity walla when they occupied 
tho city in 1870 and overthrew tho temporal 
power of tho Pope. The veterans of 187© 
moved to tho site of tho column in a splen- 
did procasBion. They deposited hundreds 
of wreaths at its baae and sang patriotic 
songs in grand chorus. Much commonb haft 
been caused by tho foreign embassies fail- 
ing to notice the ocoaaion. The Vottcaa 
presented its ordinary aspect to-day, ant 
tho Pope wont to St. Peter's where ho speak 
a long time in prayer at the tomb of the 
apostles. 

Tho Btatuo of Garibaldi Is by the Bculptor 
Gallori. It is an equestrian bronze, weigh- 
ing fifteen tons, and has been ereoted in tho 
grounds of the villa Corsini, upon an im- 
menBO granite base, on the four sides at 
whioh aro Bhown four allegoricil groups 
Tho Bide facing Rome represents the defence 
of Rome against the Frenoh In 1848. The 
opposite side Bhows the GarlbaldianB taking; 
CalataFinril. The third and fourth Bidet 
exhibit groups symbolical of America and 
Europe. 

Premier CriBpi delivered an oration, 
eulogizing Victor Emmanuel and Garibaldi 
as the saviours of Rome from foreign ty- 
ranny. If, he said, Christianity could con- 
quer without the aid of arms, it ia diffioall 
to understand why the Vatican should de- 
sire a civil principality in whioh to erer- 
else its functions. In no state, he declared, 
had tfc° ohurch so much liborality as in 
Italy, and Cathollca ought to be gratefal 
for this to thoBe who have striven to unify 
Italy by making Rome its capital. Signer 
CriBpi concluded by saying that if, despit* 
the advantages which the clergy enjoyexi, 
they should violate the lawa or vituperate 
the country thoir punishment would ba 
prompt and Inexorable. 

Continuing, Signor Crispi dwelt aponthe 
Inherent antagonism of statesmanship and re- 
ligion, arguing that those claiming the re- 
storation of the temporal power arc actuated 
by far more hnman motives than that of 
safeguarding the prestige of the churcti.

— A cablegram to 
Jhn World from Fooohow, China, aaya : De- 
lays ol Tuesday's executions havo just been 
roeehred. After the mandarin had refuBed 
•m Friday to exocuto any men implicated in 
the -missionary inaas&cro8, tho American and 
Sritrah consuls wired to Poking.

far to exocuto sovon mon. At o'clock 
Toesdoy morning Consul Hixaon, Liout, 
Brau and Mr. Gregory, tho British consul, 
proceeded to Yamen gato, where tho man- 
darin sat awaiting thorn. When tho for- 
ej^Tssra took thoir Boats the druma woro 
i>oatta, a salute wbb fired and tho crier 
.ihontcd bhroo bimea, "Tho court is open." 
■Then tho condemned mon woro brought 
rJrmm their coils. Thoy knelt before the 
aourt and wore tumblod, securely bound, 
int.D bamboo cages, on which woro attaohod 
T>:pa>3 of paper with the sontocuo written on 
them Tho mandarins then pub on bholr 
scarlet robes and scarlet hoods, and tho 
dsatfc procession started for tho oxooution 
jrimnda outsido tho olty, bobwoan lines of 
nolditirs. When tho proceBaion arrivod tho 
condemned mon woro tumbled out and made 
lo kneel with thoir baoka to tho mandarine, 
ilhen the five hoadsmen began their deadly 
rr[>r*,c. Tho first hoad fell clean cut. vVhon 
tho heads of tho Bevon men wero cut off tho 
■»art crowd gave a greab ahoub. Tho people 
clapped thoir hands and doparted. The 
Heada vrero hung in a prominent placo in tho 
\.\)y r.3 a warning.

The System of l!oe» Bule Must lie Torn Up 
Hoot and Branch. 

New York, Sept. 20. — Rov. Dr. Park- 
hurst, who has spout tho summer in Switzor- 
lund, waB a paaaonger on tho atoamer Cierm- 
anlc yesterday. Ho Bpoko emphatie illy on 
local politico. " Piatt and tho spirit of 
Plattism," ho said, " iB worao than Croker 
and tho spirit of Crokerism. Tho manhood 
and intelligence of tho city muBb and will 
crush it out from tho very root. I havo ro- 
grottod that tho exoiao question has boon 
included in tho political situation, con- 
ducing, as it will, to a mixture of iesuea 
which will mako the campaign a mors diffi- 
cult one. The boauty of tho local situation a 
year ago waa that tho issue was so diatinot 
that oven our most illiterato and unthinking 
cltizonB wero oaaily able to grasp it. Mr. 
Roosevelt has dono tho only thing a self' 
rospooting official could have done, in en 
forcing tho laws. That does nob moan that 
the statutoa are Ideal statutes, but they ar< 
on the bookB. Tammany pub thorn there 
Rooaovelb would not only have been dis 
loyal to the reform party, but to the entire 
spirit of the gonluB of tho law, if he had not 
bent every energy towards tho doing of just 
what he haa done. Now if the voters of 
New York city wiBh to modify tho statutoa, 
well and good. That's a diatinot matter. 

" We all worked together laat year to 
deatroy Tammany, and now, for the Loid'a 
sake, let's ignore sido issues, bury all our 
fears, continue our alliance, offensive and 
defensive, and make tho destruction of 
Tammany a permanency. I believe the 
oity of Now York haB experienced too largo 
ly and deeply the rosultaof last November'a 
work to be willing to take the baak traok.

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they wero tho means of directing onorgy 
Men feed cows to get better 
food for thomselves than they 
can get by growing plants. He then re- 
ferred to tho charts showing the constitu- 
ents of tho human body and pointed out 
thab man feeda albuminoids to tho cow in 
order that ho may get them in her milk for 
his own food and so with the other constitu- 
ents. He next abowod by another chart 
what fooda supplied tho albuminoids, fata 
and carbo-hydratea. 

Referring to the valuo of tho soils, climate 
and water of thU province, he pointed out 
that though these wore very favorable here, 
other countries were also favored in tboae re- 
spects nod came into tho markets in competi- 
tion. Ljbor was important, but if accom- 
panied by managing skill the produota of 
labor would be better under that 
condition than from unskilled labor. The 
man who can bo handlo animals 
as to shapo them according to his 
ideas was a man of higher skill perhaps 
than the sculptor. R?g irding skill in culti- 
vating tho soil, he aaid it was quite poeaible 
to reduce coBt by cultivating suitable crops 
for the purpose in view. The air was one of 
the chief sources of nutrionts to plants. 
Taking oomo ears of Indian corn ho showed 
how at ono stage the corn as feed was worth 
four times ub much per acre as at an 
earlier stago owing to the development of 
nutiitious elemente in it. 

A cow's feed musb be bulky. He could 
put into two hotfula all tho daily nutri- 
tion a cow requires, but owing to the forma- 
tion of a cow'b digestive organs sho needed 
bulky food, for Bhe swallowed hastily and 
then had to ruminate her food. A cow 
only needed feeding twico a day, but the 
food must 1)3 plentiful and bulky. It Bhould 
be juloy, too — not dry hay alone, but with 
roots or some juicy food. The objeob in 
feeding oattle was to produce a high grade 
food from a low grade. Cowa mado milk 
by the expenditure of a large amount of 
nervoua energy, and they should bo carofully 
handled ; thoir stables ahould boolean and 
light and they should be made comfortable. 
Poor milk was one of the moat serious 
canacB, he believed, of tho mortality in very 
young children, and if cowa were kept com- 
fortoblo more milk and of a bettor quulity 
would be obtained. Thia waa one strong 
argument in favor of caring well for the 
MWt, 

He then wont on to point out that gentle- 
nesB and kindnesn in handling stock paid 
well, and urged that bb a matter of true 
economy cowa should be made to givo milk 
ten and a half monthB of the year. Co- 
operative croamerioa ho next touohed upon. 
It took half a woman's time to make butter 
from tho milk of ten oows, while a man 
working a day in a creamery could handlo 
the milk of 400 cowa. ThuB it waa true 
economy not to make tho farmer'a wife wear 
herself out making butter when the same 
butter could bo made so much easier in a 
creamery. Tho farmer's wife should have 
more loisure for hor duties towardn hnr 
family, inBtoad of Boiling her heart's 
blood in butter at 25 cents a pound. 
Then, ua to the feoding of calves, that duty 
was not best performed by tho smallest boy 
on tho farm. CalveB should be fed carefully 
and regularly for them to grow to ad- 
vantage 

Prof. Robsrtaon closod by Bhortly re- 
ferring to tho care of pigs, pointing out that 
whore they aro woll looked after and kopt 
clean they thrive bettor and pay better.

PDGEC SOUND SARDINES. 

Opening of a Canning Concern at Port Town 
send— Ready Market Found 
So Far. 

Pokt Towns end, Sept. 20. — J. O. Catos, 
of this city, whose experimontB in the pre- 
servation of Pugot Sound Bardinns attracted 
bo much attention last aoaaon, hao oponed 
with a canning plant and a small forco of 
cannors. During past seaBons tho market 
huB boon very limited ; but sinco Catcs has 
been at work thia year, tho fishermen of thia 
vicinity have brought in little oIbo, and aa 
tho waters of the Sound abound with tho 
aardino the futuro of tho industry is promis- 
ing. Mr. Catea' method of preeervation is 
similar to that practiced along tho shores of 
tho Mediterranean, and his product is pro- 
nounced equal to tho Mediterranean article 
by auch authoritips aB Capb. Tannor and tho 
officers and ex r>— o naturalists of tho United 
States fish commission atea-nor AlbatroBB, 
and Judge James G. Swan of thia city.

A SLANDMR ADOPTED. 

The organ of the Opposition in this city 
having adopted ono of the Toronto Globe'j 
slanders haa the effrontery to maintain that 
IS ia true after its untruthfulness has been 
dearly demonstrated. When the Sault Ste 
Mario onal was nearly finished the Globe 
laid : " The work throughout haa been a 
fine sample of tho present Government's 
capacity for blundering and boodling. At 
Iho outset it was estimated to cost $985,000, 
Bjut tho actual outlay so far has been §3,002, 
358 " 

This statement the Times, as in duty 
bound, faithfully repeated. When it was 
shown that the Globe's slander was ground 
.fan, the Times refused to acoept the ex 
planation and insisted upon it that the Grit 
organs were correob and that an onormous 
mm must have been wastod or stolen. 

This was the idea which the Blander 
Adopted by the Times was intended to con 
vey : Tho estimated cost of the work wsb 
5985,000. There had been expended upon 
it $3,062,358. What had become of the 
difference between the Government eatimato 
iiid the sum spent on tho work ? Who was 
it that "blundered 1 ? Who did the bood- 
ling ? 

Tho Globe knew and the Timoa was in- 
formed that at the session of Parliament in 
w'-.ich $997,650 appeared on the estimates as 
a revote for the construction of tho Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal, Sir Charlos Tupper, then 
Finance Minister, had eaid that to construot 
a canal twenty foot deep would require 
$3,800,000 Tho year in whioh tho statement 
was made and the page in Hansar en which 
Mr Charles Tuppor's statement was to be 
found were givon in the explanation. So 
chore was not the shadow of an oxcueo for 
tho Times continuing to act as step-father to 
jl a Globe's slanderous statements. Accord- 
ing to the Globe'e own showing the sum ex- 
panded on the canal wbb considerably less 
ihan the Government's estimate, so there 
was no margin for either blundering or 
doodling. 

Wo find that tho Globe tries to cover its 
jjbroat by a quibble which is extromeiy 
rJly and disingenuous. Its first statomcnt 
was that tho canal " was estimated to coxt 
$985,000." It concludes its latest very 
oonte-^ptible roply to tho Mail and Empire's 
sxpoaure by saying: "The statement, 
ihoreforo, that the sum first asked in 1888 
5or tho cinal was $997,650, ia wholly cor- 
rect." But this was not tho statoment first 
mu.de. Tint atatomont was : " At tho out- 
job it (tho oanal) was ostimatod to cost 
•$!)85,000." Every Intelligent reador musb 
iso, that " tho eatimatod cost " and " the 
.mm first asked " are vory difToront oxprea- 
lions. 

When the Times found that Sir Charles 
Tupper had in tho samo session as the $997,- 
■350 appeared on tho estimates, from his plaoe 
fa tho Houao of Commons, stated that the 
estimated cost of tho canal was $3,800,000, 
\i could have repudiated tho Globo'a ugly 
ianting with a good grace. Bub ainco it did 
nob do ao It will have to plead guilty of glv 
lug currency to a elaudor knowing well that 
lb was a slander.

What aro tho facts as to tho Saulb canal 
jnmplo 2 A canal was projected. ThoGov- 
»rnment said it would oost $3,SOO,000. It 
has ooob somewhoro in tho noighborhood-of 
iho estimate. Tho Globo dlsousses tho mat 
ier for scandal purposes, and aays tho osti 
mated oost was $985,000 Thoro has thus 
been, according to the Globe, an oxoobs of 
threo millions in tho oxponditme. There 
foro there was mismanagement or thoft 
Tho story of mismanagement and theft 
rests upon the aoouraoy of tho state- 
ment with rogard to the original 
aatimato. That Btatemont, aa tho Giobo 
inow when lb mado it, for ib haa thn dobatos 
and the bluo books, was untruo. Our con 
Somporary was well aware, aud ib is well 
avyaro to-day, that it was giving fictitious 
figures in ordor to build a partisan story up 
on them, disoreditablo tn ita political op 
yonenta. It expected that ita fabrication 
would be copied, aa Itactually haa boon by tho 



ANOTHER OF THE SAME. 

The Timoa in its usual polite atylo denioa 
that lb gave tho "invontion" about the 
Eraser River mattroasea to the world in a 
ioublo-leudod editorial. Tho editorial was 
double-leaded, and this is how it oorn- 
msr.oBH : " Thoro is a report circulated 
frooly to the effect that rook uted in sinking 
the mattreeaes at tho mouth of the Frasor 
Utver haa boon taken from a quarry which 
really belongs to the Dominion Government, 
while private persons have been paid for 
as ostensible owners of tho quarry." 
When we characterized this statement as an 
invention we used tho mildosb and loaBb 
offensive torm wo could think of 
It was, as we soon dlacovored, false 
in every partioular, and the Times 
if it deaired to know tho truth 
could havo found it out without 
tho elighteab troublo. Tho roport was an 
"invontion." Whether ib was conoooted In 
tho Times office or whebher ib waa evolvod 
from tho inner conaciouBnoss of ono of the 
clique who supply that paper with political 
Information we will nob take upon ourselves 
to say. But this is cortain, tho Times mado 
tho moat of tho invontion. Ib mado it tho 
Bubjoct of a loader printed so as to indicate 
thab ib waa of peculiar importance, and oal 
oulatod to catch the oye of every scandal- 
hunting Grit oditor. And it answered ita 
purpose. It waa circulated as tiubh by 
Bome of the Grit newspapers, and many 
people no doubt to this day believe 
that the Dominion Govornment bought 
ita atone from ita own quarry with which to 
aink tho Fraaor Rivor mattresses. This waa 
another flagrant case of " blundering and 
boodling " on a email scale. Publishing the 
untruth as a report does not mend the mat 
tor. Conscientious editors do nob publish 
reports of what happens in their own neigh 
borhood without inquiring into their truth, 
and they do not generally publish nnfounded 
reporta in the ehapo of double-leaded 
editorials. The Times' vigorous denial is of 
a piece with its giving circulation without 
a word of inquiry to a gross untruth.

It ia not aurprising that aomo of tho euper- 
stitious natives imagine thab the disease bus 
been introduced by tho white residents ex- 
pressly to kill nil iho Royalists Ib is hav- 
ing just that efi' j ot, and tho faob thab it ia 
only amoDg the Royalists thab the practice 
prevaila of outing decayed fruit and fish that 
havo died a natural death, aa well as of con- 
cealing the bodies of cholora victims, does 
nob abriko tho native mind as pertiuenb to 
tho discussion. Ib would be a pity to have 
tho flue old raoo thab produced the Kame 
hamohaB wiped cfF tho earth by a prevent, 
able disease, bub nature, unlike courts and 
Boards of Health, is boyond the reach of a

NOT VERY VALUABLE. 

Formosa has not as yet proved a valuable 
acquisition to Japan. Its inhabitants aro 
not eager to placo their heada under the 
Japanoae yoke. They are in faob giving 
their oonquerora a good dial of trouble. Io 
appeara thab the tribes in bbe interior of tho 
island were never poaceabie and orderly 
aubjecta of the Emperor of China. They 
are said to be the sworn enemies of labor, 
and it is predicted that they will resist with 
all the onorgy they can command any at- 
tempt on the part of the Japanese to bring 
them into harmony with modern ideas. 
Their chief occupation for five hun- 
dred years has boen to collect 
the heads of their Chineee masters, and 
now they will be able to give the Japanese 

tnrn. The droaded Btaok Flags have 
thoir homo in Formosa. Many of the inhabi- 
tants of the island aro pirates and many 
more of them aro wreckers of a very bad 
sort. " Tho Japanese as well aa ourselvoa," 
the London Standard saya " havo had dark 
and ainiater exr erieucea in connection with 
the island— their vessola have been wrecked 
and thoir orews massacred by the natives." 
Although the island is so large It can boast 
of but one good harbor. As It is situated in 
the region of tho typhoons good harbors are 
peculiarly desirable. " On the cast coasb 
the only harbor aftor Kilung ia Suao 
Bay. Ib ia the chief coaling station 
of Formoaa, bub tho anchoroge ia anything 
but satisfactory. It is considered possible 
that in tho northern part of the island coal 
fields may bo developed." Formosa has fine 
agricultural capabilities, but from all ac- 
counts tho Japanoae will get but little help 
from tho natives in developing them. But 
it is likely that they will pursue a vigorous 
policy in Formosa. Thoy will nob allow tho 
people to remain in thoir preaent semi-bar- 
barous condition. It may bo that whon tho 
natives aro firmly doalt with on<l mado to 
know that the JapaneBo aro indeed their 
maaters, they will cultivate other and bet 
tor industries than hunting Chinamon for 
thoir hoada and murdoring the unfortunoto 
marinora who may be cast upon thoir 
shoroB. 



THE REVISED TARIFF. 

There is a good deal of disoussion in the 
States and Canada whether tho Wilson tariff, 
or what is called tho Wllecn tariff, is an im- 
provement nn tho McKinloy tariff which it 
haa supers! dod. Thero aro Borne who do not 
think that they havo boen bonefitod \hy the 
revision of the tariff. Among theso are the 
sheep owners. The Ohio Wool Growers' 
Association, which mot in Columbus, Ohio, 
on tho 45h instant, adopted the following 
resolutions, whioh spoak for themBelvos : — 

Resolved, That free wool has proven a dis- 
astrous and appalling mistake in tho United 
States, entailing a direob loss upon tho agri- 
cultural iotorosts thereof, in tho depletion 
of flocks and deeroasB in valuoB o. sheep and 
wool, of nob lees than $150,000,000. It haB 
lowered tho "number of sheep from 49.000, ■ 
000 in 1893 to 39,000,000 in 1895, and re- 
duced the prioe of wool nearly 50 por cent. 

Resolved, Thab the highest interests of 
tho country dotnand at tho hands of tho 
Fifty-fourth CongresB, early In tho forth- 
coming session, tho correction of this mis- 
take. No suppoBod party or political exi- 
gency or advantage will justify in postponing 
this plain and manifest: duty. 

Reaolved, That the farmerB, uniting with 
labor and manufacturing Interests gonorally, 
should demand fair and adequate ptoteotivo 
dutios, nob only upon wool, bub upon othor 
agricultural produots as well, and the manu- 
factured thoreof whioh come into compotition 
with foreign producers. 

Resolved, If ib shall unwisely and un 
justly become the settled policy of the gov 
ernment to maintain free wool, wo will then, 
as a meaaure of equal justice, demand free 
woollen and cotton goods.

The trotting rooo.d of tho Victoria track 
waB three times broken in a alnglo raco yeB- 
terday, and evon then Challenger Chlof, tho 
faet Portland stallion that did the honors, 
waB not travelling his fastest. It waa in tho 
free-for-all with a pureo of 5125 up that the 
mark making waB done, tho Chief being a 
hot favorito all through, although Dr. F. VV. 
Hall'a Mink in the introductory heab of tho 
day won first position in four fifths of a 
second better than tho then oxisting track 
mark of 2 29 John Greon was behind the 
stallion, whilo G. H. Gannon held tho rlb- 
bona over the Victoria gelding, and Bob 
Breeze took Divia Boy of Tacoma to tho 
aoratoh. Snohomish Boy and Primero were 
both withdrawn. 

Tho Chief practically allowed tho first 
heab to go to Mink by default, never onco 
pressing hard for tho place, though ho fin- 
ished a oloso second, and tho spectators wero 
very generally of the opinion that tho Mink 
would bo put baok for going in tho air at 
the wire. Tho skip waa forgiven, however, 
and tho officials announced with becoming 
pride that Mink had won the heat In the 
fast tlmo of 2 28 1 5. 

It wos the only heab the Victoria horse 
did get, however, for evon with the verdict 
of the first heab against him the Portland 
stallion came out for the second, if possible, 
a stronger favorite than ever. This time be 
abundantly justified the confidence of hia 
friendB, forging to tho front at onco and 
taking the leadership at the quarter post. 
Davia Boy, a trifle lame, oame second, and 
Mink several lengths away and repeatedly 
losing his feet aa the pace got too hot for 
him. The order waa unchanged to the 
finish. 

For tho third hoat Frank Wlokorsham 
replaced Gannon behind Mink, bub the 
change in drivers did nob alter the com- 
plexion of the race. The heat was a repe- 
tition of that preceding it, only it waB con- 
siderably faster and saw nothing but clean, 
level trotting. Challenger Chief led D^vls 
Boy under the wiro by little more than a 
neok. 

It was in the fourth and decisive heat 
that tho track and provincial rooorda were 
Bent Bkywarda. Tho Chief got tho worat of 
the atart, coming up to ihe wire half a 
length in tho rear and being pocketed by the 
two geldinga before the first turn. Mink 
had the load and the pole, with Davis Hoy 
second. The latter also drow in to tho polo 
at tho upper bend, and Green very quiokly 
took advantage of the opportunity to get 
out of the pookob and get the Chief Bottled 
down to his work. By the eighth ho had 
fairly oponed out, and moving like a well 
ordered machine ho worked to tho front and 
Boon replaced Mink as pilot of the parade, 
every second Increosing tho width of tho 
daylight ribbon betweon hia wheels and the 
nose of the next oomer. Beforo the firat 
half waa completed it was a hcpcloas pio 
coBaion, only Baved by the keen race for 
second and tho admirable exhibition trotting 
of the Portland stallion. Both Davis Boy 
and Mink just escaped being shut out and 
finished in tho order given. Challenger 
Chief finished strong in 2:21. \, making a new 
record for British Columbia and the track 
— tho latter of whioh, after Thursday's 
storm, was in tho very pink of condition. 

Fully a seoond was loat by tho Chief in 
the Btart, which made hia fino performance 
evon more worthy of praise. Challenger 
Chief is a bright bay Btallion of quiet dis- 
position and beauty ua well ua speed ; bo 
ia owned in Portland by the Jonea & Smith 
firm and ia aaid to havo a mark of better 
than .20 In hia own country. 

In tho throo quarter miledaBh for provin- 
cial foaled noviceo, Marcolla — not tho fam- 
ous Marcollo— mado tho running from tho 
turn looso, sotting too hot a pace for eithor 
Starlight or Bounty|to do businoBB on. Tho 
latter £»vo battle onco in the backstrotcb, 
but Boon dropped bick to seoond plaoo and 
rested contonD with staying there and load- 
ing Starlight homo by a half a dozen lengths. 
Sankoy won on Maraolla, hands down. 

William See, from Tacoma, was protested 
as inoliglblo for tho gentlemen's roadster 
raco, and tho protest being allowed ho re-

Cynics may sneer, talk 
about men not offering 
themselves to strong minded women 
and hint that the reason inmost eases is 
the lack of opportunity. Let their igno 
ranee bo pitied while we seek for actual 
conditions and leave the moralizing un- 
til later. 

To say that less than half the women 
who graduate from colleges marry, and 
a fair proportion of these after they are 
HO, calls for proof. There are two kinds — 
first, a comparison of the catalogue of a 
ladies' seminary with one of a coeduca- 
tional school, and, second, examples that 
eomo within my own knowledge. 

Take it cataloguo of a fashionable 
girls' school and place it beside one of a 
college where the soxes study together. 
In tho first case you will find the title 
"Mrs." after three out of four names, 
ivud in the second after ouo out of every 
five. 

Before proceeding with my second 
proof I will answer tho cynic who, in 
reading tho caption of this article, will 
exclaim: "Why? They do not have the 
chancel" That is a sledgehammer blow 
from a wodgo shaped mind. If the. cynic 
will look back on his own history, ho 
will seo many women who might have 
married had they been content with 
him. Every woman has an opportunity 
to marry. Gain tho confidence of tho 
most forbidding unmarried woman of 
your acquaintance, and in shy confidence 
she will give proof — a ring, letters or 
other attestation of her "three offers. " 
I challengo any sane woman in tho 
United States who has passed 30 to deny 
that at least one man lias wanted to 
marry her. No, tho ironic roply that 
women do not have a chance to marry 
does not hold good. ' ' Barkis is still 
willin, " but Peggotty has learned to 
reason. It is a fact that thero is a largo 
class of unmarried women in this coun- 
try who have no wish to marry. Out- 
sido of individual reasons, there is one 
general cause for this, and it is found 
in the difference in intellectual growth. 
Woman is progressing, while man is re- 
trograding. A German woman of intel- 
ligence, who has spent some time in 
America in the wealthiest and most re- 
fined families, made a neat summary of 
the conditions when she said: "The 
American women know something about 
everything. The American men know 
everything about one thing — business." 

But to return to tho second proof — 
examples of college women who hate 
not married and their reasons. Some 
years ago I graduated at a first class col- 
lege. Of five women who were in the 
samo class only one is married. They 
wero pretty, bright, and in one case 
rich. Then why have they remained tin- 
married? I have seen them all within 
t ho year, and having tho subject on my 
mind I sought their reasons. The first 
was a physician, tho least handsome, 
but tho cleverest of tho quintet. Aft- 
er listening to an enthusiastic resume of 
her work, I asked abruptly, "Why have 
you not married?" 

"In t lie words of Sammy Rnach.au 
old Englishman who worked for my 
father, 'I nofer loaved but wance; mo 
loave died .-m l nefer loaved again. ' 
That is, ho died to me when hojiainted 
a Darby and Joan picture of our future. 
Wo wero to be one. Fancy being ouo 
when the man is always a whole one. 
Such a career is like the — sign after a 
figure to denote a fraction which is less 
than half, or like the inverted V in 
mathematics in which the opening is 
always toward the greater quantity and 
which is rend 'is greater than.' The 
comparison this man > this woman did 
not charm me. " 

"Did Darby find his Joan?" I haz- 
arded interrupting the flood tide. 

"Yes, two of them and is now in 
search of a third. He is the shepherd 
of a little flock in the mountains and I 
think he especially wanted me because 
I inherited a lmrrelful of sermons from 
my grandfather. ' ' 

"Will he find her — tho third Joan?" 

"Not here. Sometimes I have been 
almost tempted to many. It is so hard 
for an unprotected woman in this day 
of protection. But now since I have 
fought my way through a medical col- 
lege and into a reputable practice lean 
still guide my timid steps. I shall 
nover marry, feu- I tell you in candor 
that no happiness is equal to that of a 
woman in this day who has kept her 
independence and fulfilled her ambition. 
Wo are the happy women.''

no," you cannot put me off witli 
that reason.

"Brutal to tell mo, but then 'Gott sei 
dank,' the old maid isgonooutof style. 
I only know of one. She is my age. 
Was a belle cycles ago, but some way 
was counted out when the matches were 
made. Now Iter brain cells, like her 
cheeks, are painted with rosy hopes of — 
men. When I see her my supreme feel- 
ing is gratitude — gratitude that I live 
in a time when a woman can be some- 
thing besides a spouse or a spinster. " 

Following up my point, I inter- 
rupted her, "Twenty-nine, unmarried 
and — rich. " 

" By choice, in all my life, although 
I have met men of nearly every coun- 
try, I have nevor had a lover who did 
not love tho ducats my father loft me. 
I have never blamed them. Nothing 
is so helpful to a young man as half a 
million. Amiable and pleasing as I 
have been, I have always learned at the 
last moment that my would bo husband 
had written to my bankers to find out 
whether I had complete control of my 
fortune. That is my secrot. " 

"Well, then, your life has been a fail- 
ure. Your money spoiled you for the 
ambitions that tho other women in the 
class laid. ' ' 

"You are wrong. Then! is no hnp- 
pier woman than I. Some women may 
bo more content for a year, but as a 
permanent possession I have content- 
ment. I travel, I study and I am no 
mean business woman. My fortune 
has almost doubled, although I spend 
royally. When I reach -JO I may see a 
gray future, but I shall endow an 
orphanage and take -care 'if the waifs 
unfortunate marriages have thrown on 
the world." 

The fourth woman who graduated 
eight years ago from that westorn col- 
lege will never marry. I saw her, but 
we talked of not hing but her work'. She 
is principal of one of tho best known 
women's colleges in the country. Three 
years ago her lover was drowned and 
she has never spoken his name since. 
Her face is one of the! saddest I know, 
and her life the noblest. Her life shows 
that loyalty is a virtue that education 
does not eradicate in a woman. 

The last of those college girls had 
been tho most ambitions of all. When 
she carried off honor after honor, her 
friends prophesied great things for her. 
Always wanting to be a lawyer she en- 
tered the law school of the University 
of Michigan the year after she gradu- 
ated. So well poised was her mind, so 
judicial her temperament, that tho ex- 
aminer singled her out from a large 
class as worthy especial commendation. 

She oven reached the fame of three 
lines of Associated Press matter, always 
printed advantageously in tho newspa- 
pers under a half column descriptive 
of a Kansas woman's fight with a boar, 
under the double header "What Women 
Can Do. " This woman married a man 
to whom she had been engaged in her 
college days.

THE CHOLERA. 

Advances of the Cholera in Europe, Asia ami 
Africa— Has Firm Foothold lu Japan. 

Constantinople, Sept. 20. — Several cases 
of cholera have boon reported horo ; one re-

St Petersburg, Sept. 20.— In the pro- 
vince of Yolhynia, from August 18 to Aug- 
ust 24, Inclusive, 5,819 caBos of oholera were 
reported, and 2,134 deaths resulted from 
the disease. In the province of Podolia, 
from the 21at to the .'Mat of August), 101 
ciaes of cholera and forty-fivo doatha wore 
reported. 

New York, Sept 20. — A Bpeclal to tho 
World from Tangier, Morocco, soys the 
oholora is still spreading. There were eigh- 
teen deaths reported in twenty four hours. 
Tho disease ia olao working southward into 
Africa. 

San Francisco, Sept. 20 — Notwithstand- 
ing tho endeavors of tho Japanese and Chi- 
ne io authorities to supprosu news concerning 
tho cholera, tho truth has at last como to 
light. Jupan and North' Chinu aro fairly 
alive with cholera gonna Tho Siberian cfli- 
ciala havo declared tho Japanese open porta 
iufooted, and from oilioiala It ia learned that 
ovor 1.70O people havo died in Japan from 
tho plaguo sinoo it started in tho Pescadores.

New York, Sept. 20.— R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review says: "The movements of 
exchange and of gold have somewhat af- 
feotod all markets this week. It is confi- 
dently balioved that tho international syn- 
dicate will allow no financial disorder, and 
many are certain that an issuo of bonds will 
come. Bnb tho root of the difficulty la nob 
removable by the bankers named. The mer- 
chandise exports diaappoinb the government 
and tho syndicate, having failed to moot the 
cost of bho merchandise exported, leaving a 
heavy balanoo to be paid abroad. The vol- 
ume of domestic trade measured by the ex 
changes is 20 per cent, greater than that of 
year, but 8 por cent, leea than in 1992, 
and is not quite as near tho record of pros- 
perity for September aa for August or July. 
The good reports of foreign cropa, the weak- 
ness of flour in Minnesota, and the large ex- 
ports of corn from this country, all work 
against a rise in wheat, though the scaroity 
of contract grades may holp the speculative 
advance Pork products have been reason- 
ably yielding with the prospect of the heavy 
corn orop, bub before tho olose had 
a stronger tone. Tho eobton market 
shows no settled tendency, tho big stocks 
balancing and undoubted, but as yet nob de- 
finite, decrease in the yiold. Stocks show a 
similar uncertainty, wbioh ia the more 
natural Bines tighter money maybe the only 
romody for gold exports. Muoh bobber ton- 
nage reports are coming Fiat, bound from 
Chicago for September, largely exceeding 
thoBo of last year, and nearly equaling thoao 
of 1892 The surprising increase in 
the produotion and bhe advance in 
tho prices of iron seems to bo 
bringing a natural cheok, as prices have 
gone so high as to cauao aomo pnrchaaes 
from Europe, both of the pig and finished 
products, and havo also caused a distinct 
shrinkage in the home demand. Nearly all 
tho mills in operation havo enough orders 
for somo months, though at present a de- 
crease in the demand Is admitted. Anthra- 
cito coal has also been advanced a second 
bimo. Tho cotton mills which laid in atooks 
of cotton below six cents are enrichod by the 
advance in material and enablod to mako 
frequent advances in goods, which aro sus- 
tained. Tho praaent demand is dull. Tho 
woollen manufacturers aro doing well in 
dross goods and hosiory, but tho demand 
for men's woollens is much restricted and a 
fow mills havo closed. The failures this 
week havo been 213 In the U. S. as against 
210 last year, and 32 in Canada against 38 
lasb year. 

Bradstreota placo the weck'a total bank 
cloaringa of 85 principal cities of tho Unitod 
Stotea at §1,081,861,381, an incroaao ovor a 
year ago of 20 3 per cent. Outaido of New 
York aity tho cloaringa woro $153, (199,688, 
an incroaao of 10 por cone The cloirings 
for the Dominion of Canada wore i Mont- 
real, $11,079,549, docroaso 4 per cent.;
